eve IRS T acknowledging the Sacred- 
Svaee “and ncfs of the Holy Time of Chri/f- 

is; mas, I proceed to fet forth the 
Rejoicings which are generally 
ase OS made at that great Feftival. 

You muft underftand, gocd People, that 
the manner of celebrating this great Courfe of 
Holydays is vattly different now to what it 
was in former Days: There was once upon a 
time Hofpitality in the Land; an Englifh Gen- 
tleman at the opening of the great Day, had 
all his “Tenants and Neighbours enter’ his 
Hall by Day-break, the Strong-Beer was 
broach’d, and the Black-Jacks went plenti- 
fully about with Toaft, Sugar, Nutmeg, and 
good Chefhire Cheefe; the Rooms were em- 
bower'd with Holly, Ivy, Cyprefs, Bays, 
Laurel, and Mifslcto, and a bouncing Chiv/- 
mas Log in the Chimney glowing like the 
Cheeks of a Country Milk-maid; then was 
the Pewter as bright as Clarinda, and every 
bit of Brafs as polifhed as the moft refinect 
Gentleman; the Servants were then running

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jiere and there, with merry Hearts and jolly 
Countenances; every one was bufy in wel- 
coming of Guefts, and look’d as fmug as new- 
lick’d Puppies; the Lafics were as blithe and 
lusom as the Maids in good Queen Be/s’s 
Jays, when they cat Sir-Loins of Roaft Beet 
fr Breaktaft; ‘Pee would feuttle about to 
make a Toatt for Folx, while Tom ran harum 
jeurim to draw a Jug of Ale for Margery: 
Gaffer Spriggins was bid thrice welcome by the 
Squire, und Gooddy Goo/é did not tail of a 
imacking Bufs from his Worfhip in memory 
of pat Favours, while his Son and Heir was 
moufling and toufling the blooming Beauties 
ofthe Tenant’s Daughters: Ina word, the Spi- 
rit ot Generolity ran thro’ the whole Houfe. 

In thefe Times all the Spits were fparkling, 
the Mackin mutt be boil’d by Day-break, or 
clfe two young Men took the Maiden by the 
Arms, and run her round the Market-placc, 
till the was afhamed of her Lazinefs. And what 
sway Worfe than this, fhe muit not play with the 
young Fellows that Day, but ftand Neuter, 
tike a Girl in a Winding-fhect at a Church- 
door ter a Baftard Chud. 

But now Iet us cnquire a little further, to 
arrive at the Senfe of the Thing; this great 
Feftival was in former Times kept with fo 
much Freedom and Opennefs of Heart, that 
every one in the Country where a Gentleman 
relided, poffefled at Icaft a Day ot Pleafure 
in the Cher:firas Holydays; the Tables were 
all {pread from the firft to the laft, the Sir- 
Loyns of beci, the Minc’d-Pies, the Plumb- 
Porridee, the Capons, Turkeys, Geefe, and 
Plamb-Paddings, were all brought upon the 
hoard ; and all thofe who had fharp nS 

anc 
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and fharp Knives eat heartily and were wei- 
come, which gave rife to the Proverb, 


Merry in the Hull, when Beards wag all. 


There were then Turnfpits employed, who 
by the time Dinner was over, would look as 
black and as greafy as a Welch Porridge-pot, 
but the Jacks have fince turned them all out of 
Doors. “he Gecfe which ufed to be fatted for 
the honeft Neighbours, have been of late fenc 
to Loudon, and the Quills made into Pens to 
convey away the Landlord’s Eftate ; the 
Sheep are drove away to raife Money to an~ 
fwer the Lofs at a Game at Dice or Cards, 
and their Skins made into Parchment for Deeds 
and Indentures; nay, even the poor innocent 
Bec, who was ufed to pay its ‘Tribute to the 
Lord once a Year at lcaft in good Metheglin, 
for the Entertainment of the Guefts, and its 
Wax conrerted into bencficial Plaifters for fick 
Neighbours, is now uled for the fealing or 
Deeds to his Difadvantage. 

But give me the Man who hus a good Heart 
in his Belly, und has Spirit enough to keep up 
the Old way of Hofpitality, feeds his People 
rill they are as plump as Partridges, and as tat 
as Porpoiles, that every Servant may appear 
as jolly as the late Bithop ot Wincheffer’s Porter 
at Chelfea; and not keep a parcel of fuceking 
looking Wretchcs about them, whote Ribs are 
as apparent as thofe of a Gridiron. What an 
honour it is to a Mafter to hear the Poiks 
about him praifing his Generofity ! And {uch 2 
Character is a help to him fometimes at an 
Ele@tiion; for Servants who are kept under a 
good-natured Direction muit love their Mafter, 
and make the Country Folks admire him more 

bes from. 
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irom their Praifes of him, for there is always 
one or other of them fetting forth his Good- 
nefs; it makes the greater impreflion on thofe 
who never faw him, or ever had been at his 
Houfe. 

When I fpeak this, I recolle& the Fable of 
the Moufe, who helped the Lion out of the 
Toil he was caught in, and likewife the com- 
mon Opinion, that a Moufe may deftroy an 
Elephant, belides another Obfervation, that a 
Moufe may creep where an Elephant cannot 
go, and do good when fome People leaft ex- 
pect it. 

Then let all your Folks live briskly, and at 
fuch a Time of Rejoicing enjoy the Benefit of 
good Beef and Pudding, let the Strong Beer 
be unlocked, and let the Piper play, 


O’er the Hills and far away. 
And alfo, 


Strike up Drow/y-gut Scrapers, 
Gallants be ready, 
Each with his Lady, &c., 


For there muft be a Dance now and then by 
way of Exercife and Wit, or elfe I am fure 
Hurlo Thrumbo was in the wrong Box, as well 
as the old Ballad Woman, who gave you a 
Song and a Dance, and all for the Price of a 
Half-penny. 

I have now by me two Squires and a Sir -— 
who fay I am mad to write in this manner, for 
they are jealous I hint at them. Ohne fays to 
me, when did you ever find me ftingy, I be- 
lieve you have a mind to refleét on my Cha- 
racter? A fecond fays, when did I make 

away 
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% away my Hiftate by my Goofe Quills, the 
« Parchment trom my Sheep’s Backs, and the 
“ Wax of my Bees?” And fays the third, 
“© And pray, Sir, how can you cenfure me on 
“¢ any account? Have not I treated you with 
“© many Bottles of Claret ? and did not I laugh 
“© as loud as any one when we were at Hurlo- 
“ Thrumbo together?” And then I dropt my 
Subject, as many noted Preachers do, and 
fum’d up the Matter in a few Words, viz. 


“¢ Gentlemen, 

“ Tf I have told you of your Sins, mend if 
“ you can for the future, let the Stingy be 
“ Gencrous, let the Generous be Wife, and 
“ let him who is between one and t’other 
“ keep his Claret to himfelf if he will, and 
“ laugh lefs, when there is nothing to be 
“ laughed at. 


But then it is faid, 
Laugh and be Fat 
Which Words may be underftood thus; if a 


Man has but a mean Subfittence, he can never 
have any great occalion to Laugh, and much 
lefs to be Fat; but if he has Plenty of Pro- 
vender, then the Proverb is right, He may 

laugh that wins, and be Fat into the bargain. 
‘The News-Papers however inform us, that 
the Spirit of Hoipitality has not quite forfaken 
us; for three or four of them tell us, that fe- 
veral of the Gentry are gone down to their re- 
fective Seats in the Country, in order to keep 
their Chriffmas in the Old Way, and entertain 
their Tenants and ‘Trades-folks as their An- 
ceftors ufed to do, and I wifh them a merry 
Chriftmas accordingly. I muft alfo take notice 
D3 to 
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to the ftingy Tribe, that if they don’t ct 
leaft make their Tenants or Tradefmen drink 
when they come to fee them in the Chri/h- 
mas Holydays, they have Liberty of pifiing 
behind the Door, which is a Law of very an- 
cient Date. 

A merry Gentleman of my Acquaintance de- 
fires I will infert, that the old Folks in Days 
of yore kept open Honfe at Chriffmas out of 
Intereft, for then, fays he, they received the 
greateft Part of thcir Rent in Kind; fuch as 
Wheat, Barley or Malt, Oxen, Calves, Sheep, 
Swine, Turkeys, Capons, Gecfe, and fuch 
like; and they not having Room cnough to 
preferve their Grain, or Fodder enough to fu 
tain thcir Cattle or Poultry, nor Markets to 
fell off the Overplus, they were obliged to ufe 
them in their own Houfes; and by treating the 
People of the Country, gained Credit amongtt 
them, and riveted the Minds and Good-will 
of their Neighbours fo firmly in them, that ne 
one durit venture to oppofe them. ‘The 
*Squire’s Will was done whatever came on it ; 
for if he happened to ask a Neighbour what 
it was a Clock, they returned with a low 
Scrape, It is what your Worthip pleafes. 

The Dancing and Singing of the Benchcrs 
in the great Inns of Court in Chrifimas, is in 
fome fort founded upon Intereft; for they 
hold, as I am informed, fome Priviledge by 
Dancing about the Fire in the middle of their 
Hall, and finging the Song of Round about our 
Coal Fire, &c. 


This time of Year being cold and frofty ge- 
nerally fpcaking, or when Jack-F'roft common- 
ly takes us by the Nofe, the Diverfions arc 

within 
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within Doors, either in Exercife or by the 
Fire-fide. 

Country-Dancing is one of the chief Exer- 
cifes: Moll Peatly and the Black “foke are ne- 
ver forgot ; thefe Dances ftir the Blood, and 
give the Males and Females a fellow-feeling of 
each other’s Adtivity, Ability, and Agility ; 
Cupid always fits in the Corner of the Room 
where thefe Diverfions are tranfacting, and 
fhoots Quivers full of Arrows at the Dancers, 
and makes his own game of them. 

Then comes Mumming or Mafquerading, 
when the Squire’s Wardrobe is ranfacked for 
Dretfes of all Kinds, and the Coal-hole fearch- 
ed around, or Corks burnt to black the Faces 
of the Fair, or make Deputy-Muftaches, and 
every one in the Family except the "Squire 
himfelf muft be transformed from what they 
were; then begins the Freedom between one 
and tother to be fprinkled about the Hall, 
and every one fhews their Wit according to 
their Capacity, and then a Dance again, and 
a good hearty Pull or two at a Silver-Tankard 
of Strong-Becr, made woundy good with Sugar 
and Nutmeg. Then “Yevny gives you a Jig, 
which is proportionably good as it makes her 
abound in Sweat; Dol/ in her way gives you a 
Double-Courant, and turns round fifty times 
in a Minute, till moft of them are drunk 
cnough, and reel home, or lie down in the 
Barn. 

Or clfe there is a Match at Blind-Man’s-Buff, 
and then ic is lawful to fet any thing in the 
way for Folks to tumble over, whether it be 
to break Arms, Legs, or Heads, ’tis no mat- 
ter, for Neck-or-nothing, the Devil loves no 
Cripples. This Play, 1 am told, was firft fet 


on 
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on foot by the Country Bone-fetters, who like 
fome Surgeons, when they firft fet up Bufinefs 
in the Country, provide two or three pickled 
Whores of Figure to P—x the Parifh; both 
very neceffary Steps towards gaining good 
Bulinefs, 

As for Pu/s i the Corner, that is a very 
harmlefs Sport, and one may ramp at it as 
much as one will; for at this Game when a 
Man catches his Woman, he may kifs her ’till 
her Ears crack, or fhe will be difappointed it 
fhe is a Woman of any Spirit; but if it is one 
who offers at a Struggle and bluthes, then be 
affured the is a Prude, and though fhe won’t 
ftand a Bufs in publick, fhe’ll receive ic with 
open Arms behind the Door, and you may 
kifs her ’till fhe makes your Heart ake. 

‘The next Game to this is Queffions and Count 
mands, when the Commander may oblige his 
Subject to anfwer any lawful Queftion, and 
make the fame obey him inftantly, under the 
Penalty of being fmutted, or paying fuch For- 
feit as may be laid on the Agreffor; but the 
Forteits being generally fixed at fome certain 
Price, as a Shilling, Half a Crown, €%. fo 
every one knowing what to do if thcy fhould 
be too ftubborn to fubmit, make themfelves 
eafy at difcretion. At one of thefe Entertain- 
ments, I remember a Gentleman was com- 
manded to take a certain Lady into the next 
Room, and make her fqueak; he took the 
Lady according to Order, and was tree enough 
in a modeit way; But, Madam, fays he, why 
don’t you fqueak? Sir, anfwered the Lady, 
you are to make me fqueak; But, returns the 
Gentleman, if you don’t fqueak I mutt :ortcit ; 
Why don’t you make me? fays the Lady: 

And 
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And though there was a Couch in the Room, 
and he was put to the laft Pufh, fhe would not 
fqueak, and the peor Gentleman was forced 
to pay the Porfcit after he had taken fo much 
pains with her. Some would have made him 
ie down double the Money, ze. one Part as 
a Forfeit, and the other for Socket-money. 

As for the Game of Hoop and Hide, the Par- 
ties have the Liberty of hiding where they will, 
in any Part of the Houfe; and if it fhould 
prove to be in a Bed, and if they even then 
happen to be caught, the Difpute ends in 
Kifling, €3c. 

Moft of the other Diverfions are Cards and 
Dice, but they are feldom fet on foot, unlefs a 
Lawyer is at hand, to breed fome Difpute for 
him to decide, or at leaft have fome Party in. 

And now I come to another Entertainment 
frequently ufed, which is of the Story-telling 
Order, viz. of Hobgoblins, Witches, Conju- 
rers, Ghofts, Fairies, and fuch like common

iT H ERE was nothing kept me in greater 
Bo Awe when I was a Child, than the fre- 
quent Relations 1 had trom my Grandmother 
und INurfe of Hubgoblins and Bull-beggars 5 
choy would teil me tuch Stories of them daily, 
cs would frighten me into a wotul Cafe, and 
fad Difgrace, and then 1 was furely difciplined 
by the Rod, aud if I cried only at the terri- 
ble Aporehentions f bad imbibed of fuch Mon- 


ok 


‘ters, Lwas whipe for crying, and whipt again 
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for crying when I was whipt, fo that IT lived 
a fad Lite: IJ was daily fed with ‘Pcrrors, 
and as duly chaftifed for {allowing them 5 
then I was as cettainty Bogged if T told what 
was called a Lye; for ub 1 happened only to 
ask my Grandmother whether there was juch 
a horrible thing as fhe told me of; “ What 
“ Sirrah (fays fhe) do you feruple what J tell 
& vou for Truth? You tcll a Lye in your 
“ Thoughts whillt you ffpect my Trath:” 
and then { was whipt again for that 5 and fo I 
had my Chaftifement for cvery thing almoft 
that I did, through my Nurfe’s or Grandmo- 
ther’s Narrations; And truly ’rill [was arrived 
at Man’s Eftate, I could hardly part with the 
Apprchentions of Hobgoblins when Twas in 
the dark ; fo fimpathetick a Power had the 
Rod communicated to my Brain by the 
way of my Backiide. Juit as you fee them 
‘1 the Picture, fo I imagined them, one 
was to bite, another to feratch, another to bul- 
ly, 2c. but nnee I am arrived at Years of Dif- 
cretion to Know what they are, I difcovered 
them to be ali of the Human Race; ‘one a 
pour fharved frarling Critick, another a Man 
who hed Impudence cnough to pyrate the 
Works of other Men; a third who valued 
nanfelf more tor his Guts than his Brains, and 
could only fay Bo!— Another a little fquirt- 
ing Fellow, who aimed at being a Blea in a 
Man’s Ear; another a Bite and Scandal-beurer, 
and fo on. 

Such Cabals as I fpcak of are in many Cor- 
ners of the Earth, and in full Club muke their 
Chairman pronounce the Doom of all before 
them; thereture {uch as thefe fhould not any 
longer appear 3s Bug-Bears cither to Mon,

When they are tired with Dancing and 
Romps, they take their Places about rhe Fires 
Alack (fays Nan) have you not heard of the 
Bull-Beggar in the {mall Clofe by our Houfe, 
that ftraddles along every Night as foon as it 
is dark? I am fure my Mother has feen it 
many a Night, for fhe told me fo over and 
over, and I am afraid to go home alone after 
it is dark. Nay (fays Fobn) I fhall fee 
you fafe home, tor that Clofe is a famous 
Place for Bull-Beggars ; your Mother is in the 
right on’t, for fhe ufed to walk out there her- 
felf o’ Nights; and I have feen a tall Thing 
in white, in the Shape of a tall Man throw 
her down under a Hay-Rick. But, my dear 
Nan, I will protect you from fuch a Devil: 
{f you fhould be frighted at any thing you 
fhould fee, I will take you to the other Cor- 
ner, and give you the Staff of Knowledge, 
which will make you as good a Woman and as 
wife as your Mother. Alack, fays Mary, my 
Fingers itch to fee a Raw-Head and Bloody- 
Bones; for when Gaffer Grey-Beard was com- 
ing, to be fure I was fent to Bed, and my Mo- 
ther fet up praying and fighing tor four Hours 
afterwards ; and if I have ftaid cut a little lon- 
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er than ordinary at Market, then when I 
knocked at the Door, my Mother after a great 
deal of Fafs ufed to call our, Who’s there — 
Who’s there —— and there I muft ftay, though

Fobn kitting my Mother as if Heaven and Earth 
would come together; and to be fure there 
was a good roaited Fowl taken out of the 
Cupboard, and a Tankard of Strong Beer 5 
which made me remember the old Proverb, 
To bed with the Children, and lay the Goofe to 
the Fire. Lud! had I been in my Mother’s 
Place, I know what | know. —- What do you 
think, fays Thomas, if I fee you fafe home, and 
fit by your Bed-lide all the Night; I can get 
In at the Window, and we will talk a lirtle 
farther about Gaffer Grey-Beard. Aye, dear 
Thomas, fays fhe, I pray you fec me fate home, 
for I fear I fhould be in a quaking Cafe if 
Gaffer fhould come. 

Well now, fays Sufan, you may fay what 
you will about thefe Hobgobiins and Things 5 
but I can affure you, the Ragged Colt that 
walks in our Lane atter Dark-light, keeps us 
all at home out cf Fear, except my Sifter Sul/y, 
and fhe I believe deals with the Devil; for 

the 
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the Sight of fuch a Bugbear would frighten us 
all out of our Wits: There’s Su/’y will go out 
o’ Nights, Ict them be never fo dark, with a 
Book in her Hand, and come Home as pert as 
2 Pearmonger 3 but fhe is a bold Girl, and will 
relft any thing, let whet «ill come againft her 
foe will give them us gocd asrkey bring. Why 
‘then, fays Roger, Lam your Man and Ict the 
Ragged Colt be as big as Powls Stceple, I 
will twinge his Jacket tor him: Zouks, Girl, 
T will fcc thee faie; fear nothing, when you 
hug honcft Roger, and 7/ the Rugged Colt comes 
clirig clofe about hin, fer I have got a Conjuring 
Wand. Aye, fays Suan, and I know what 
that is; for a Matter chat I iived with fome 
time ago almcett conjured me out of my Senfes, 
J am dure many a Night has he made me thake 
and quake in my Bed; but I foon found cut 
his Conturing ‘lricks, and he ts a vile perjured 
Wretch, he deferves to go to the Gallows for 
his Sins; if [ had but ten Pounds in the World 
1 would hang him, if there was never another 
Man in Lvglivd; a Brute, a Rogue, a Villain! 
1 would conjure him to the Devil if I could 
meet with him. 

Deary me, fays Mother Mugjtuf, thou art 
but a Child dill, and to pretend to talk of 
Cenjuring-Wands at this Rate ; correct thy 
Paffion, and I will bring thee to be Miitrefs of 
a good Houfe: You and I will go home to- 
ecther and talk about it, for I know who have 
and who have not Conjuring Wands in our 
Country, and you fhall know the Secret. 

It is very truc, fays Steplen, for there are 
Conjuring Wands cnough with us; and if any 
one can tell you the Sceret, it is Mother hag- 
fluff; for my Lady asked her to-day about a 

Dream, 
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Dream, and the anfwered her main well. 
But, fays Peg, though I have heard of Bul- 
beggars that frighten Folks, my Father fays, 
that a Bailiff is the Bull-Beggar that frightens 
him the moft, except it is Lawyer Bluat. 

Truly, fays Reger, our Parfon I think is as 
great a Bull-Beggar as any at all; for 1 have 
heard him many a time fending I’olks to the 
Devil: And then our Lawyer is as bad; for 
he firft plagucs a Man out of his Eftate, and 
then makes him hang himfelf; or elfe makes 
him fick, and our Doctor kills him with Phy- 
fick 

So, Gentlemen, here ends my Account of the 
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Witches at an Affembly from a Capital Piece, by 
Albert Durer, as fuppofed by the hardnefs of the 
Drawing. 


CHAP. Hl. 


Of Witches, Wizards, Conjurers, and fuch 
Trifles ; what they are, and how to 
make them; with many of their merry 
Pranks, &c. 


MONG the other amufing Stories told 

in the Holyday-Times, thofe of Witches 
and their Pranks are not the leaft confiderable. 
A Witch according to my Nurlc’s Account, 
muft be a hagged old Woman, living ina little 
rotten Cottage, under a Hill, by a Wood fide, 
and found trequently Spinning at the Door; 
fhe mutt have a black Cat, two or three 


Broomfticks, an Imp or two, and two or three 
Dia- 
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Djabolical Treats to fuckle her Imps. And 
then again, a Witch muit be of fo dry a Na- 
ture, that if you fling her into a River fhe will 
not fink; fo hard then is her Fate, that when 
fhe undergoes the Trial, if fhe does not drown, 
fhe muft be burnt, as many have been within 
the Memory of Man. 

The Male Witches are called Wizards or 
Conjurers; and we have many Inftances of 
them, fuch as Dr. Fuufus, Friar Bacon, Mr. 
Laun, Dr. Partridge, teventh Sons, and Gen- 
tlemen who have the Second-fight, befides deat 
and dumb Folks, &¢. 

But let thefe Sorcerers be of which Sex they 
will, they are generally faid to pofiefs the 
Gift of Enchantment, and can transform them- 
{elves into various Shapes whenever they will; 
as Cats, Hares, ragged Colts, or Bears, to the 
great Difturbance of the good People where 
ever they live. 

As tor thofe of the Female fort, as my 
Nurfe told me, (ior I muft give you her Ac- 
count firfty, there was one Gammar Martyn 
who lived at the End of the ‘Town where the 
was born; a four-looking Woman, with an 
old high-crown’d Hat, a Broomttick generally 
in her Hand when fhe walked to Market, 
where fhe feldom bought any thing but Sheep’s 
Lights, or fuch-like Cat’s Meat, andthe Folks 
wondered how the Devil fhe lived ; the Boys 
ufed to call her Old Mother Damnable, and 
every now and then thie uled to hit them a Rap 
with her Stick, and fo the Lads would have 
the Headeach, or a Vain in their Bones tora 
Week, and this was all Witchcraft; Mother 
Martyn or one of her Imps had hewitched 
them. If any ene was taken with a Vomiting 
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or Loofencts, it was Mother Afurtyn till, and 
Curfes upon Curfes were thrown upon her tor 
many Ycars. 

Now it happened one Morning that the 
*Squire came towards her Houfe with his Pack 
of Hounds, and not being able to find a Hare, 
asked the old Woman’s Advice as fhe fat {pin- 
ing at her Door; Sir, (quoth the old Woman) 
go to yonder Hill and you will find that which 
will lead you a Dance. Away goes the’Squire, 
and as fhe faid he itarted a bouncing Pufs, that 
led them many a dirty Mile, and was loft at 
Jaft: In his Return home, Mother Murtyn was 
fitting at her Door fpinning all in a Sweat ; 
You have teund me Sport (fays the Squire), 
bac d—a your Sport, lince it has made me fo 
faint thac [can hardly fit my Horfe ; having 
fome Thoughts that fhe had been the Hare 
that had lect him fuch a dance. Your Worthip 
(favs the) may drink a Glats of my Cordial 
Water ii you pleafe, it is good of the fort: 
and when he had drank it, Now (fays the) take 
care of your Back-fide berween this and Home. 
Then the ‘Squire rode «way without giving 
her any thing tor her Favour; but beiore he 
came home, lic was taken with a fharp eriping 
Pain, which made him th—t Pins and Needles 
as he thoughr, and the beft Phyticians there- 
about could not fet him to rights in a Fort- 
night. Phe nexe Quarter-Scilions he takes 
ap Gammer A4Zs;ty1, and without a long Pro- 
cefs, had her burnt, as the Law dircéted them 
tor Witches : lor (lavs he) though the gave 
me Diverfion in the Chate, fhe certainly be- 
witched me with her Spirit of Arfe-{mart; fhe 
is plainly a Witch, for cvery body has {worn 
their ill Healths proceeded from Mother 


May- 
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Martyn’s Sorcery 5 and besides fhe was an Old 
Woman. — It had alfu been faid of her, that 
fhe was once feen walking in the Shape of a 
Cat upon the Ridge of a Houle ; and more- 
over, fhe had a Mole under her Lett Breatt ; 
and burnt the was by the common Hangman.— 
But if L may add one Thing more betore I end. 
her Story, which I had trom a near Neigh~ 
bour of her’s, the chicf Oceation of her Death 
was, that the and the ’Squire’s Steward had 
not fet their Horfes together tor fome Ycars, 
and the Steward then fer her out for a Witch, 
and fora few Pence ealily drew a Mob of Boys 
after her, whenever fhe came to Town: ‘The 
Witch is coming, fays onc; Here is Mother 
Daninable, fays another: and fo her Character 
became fuch, that the old Proverb was made 
good, Some ity better real an Ho:fe than an- 
other look over an fede, 

It is to be noted, that the old Woman might 
without being a Witch tell the Squire where 
Ie might find a Hare, and might change Coun- 
tenance, or appear in a bluiter when the Squire 
ftopped at her Door, thinking her Difpute with 
the Steward had put the "Squire into a Patlon, 
and to make up the Dillerence might oller 
hima Dram, which moft old Women have by 
thom; and to bid him take care of his Back- 
He, might only proceed trom her unpolithed 
Way of Thinking 5 and the Sharpnefs of his 
Stools might only happen from the “Temper of 
his Body at that time, as many People meet 
with trequently. 1 fuppofe from fuch reatena- 
ble Ways cl Uhinking, Mother ly lite, a r= 
puted Witten ot He tordfhive or Effex, Wr 35 {aed 
trom the blames by a lute Judge. 
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But to fhew you how eafy it is to make a 
Malignant Witch, that is, fuch a one as Mo- 
ther Martyn or the wortt of Witches was ever 
deemed to be, I will firft give you an account 
of the Accomplifhments required, and then 
tell you how to make one any Day in the 
Weck. 

‘To make one of the Witches of Old Times, 
you mutt chufe an old Woman, very hagged, 
and very tll-natured; fhe will then be fo cun- 
ning, that if fhe has any little Hoard by her 
of Moncy, or a few Apples in her Orchard 
that fle docs not care to lofe, fhe prefently 
gives out of her own accord, that flic can ict 
Charms or Spells upon all that would att tempt 
torobher. This by degrees makes all the 
young Men and Bows tremble as they pats by 
her ae and brings all the young Women 
in the Country about her to learn their For- 
tuncs: Then fhe begins to talk of an Ointment 

the Devil has given her to Conjure herfelf into 
arcal Witch, and docs not grudge to fay the 
can ride many hundred Miles in a tew Minutes 
upon her Favourite Broom-ftick, to meet her 
beloved Lucifer, and with him to play at Ran- 
tum Scantum ona Bed of Nettles. When you 

tind a War.an thus qualifed, fhe is either’ fit 
to make a Witch or a Bawd ; then if by good 
. uck fhe can learn either from Mother Bunch’s 
Clofet opened, or fome learned Phyfician, how 
to make intoxicating Draughts, or fuch as may 
torment the Felly, fhe becomes Miftrefs of her 
Patinefs. A Wite may meet her Gallant at her 
Houle whenever fhe will, while a little Dofe of 
her fleeping Cordial may be given to the Huf- 
band; and if he proves tra¢tious, then fome of 
the Griping Dofe follows, and pinches his Guts 
“call 
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rill he is fufficiently rewarded for his Com- 
plaints. On the other hand, if the young Men 
come to her with a fmiling Countenance, and 
crofs her Hand with a piece of Silver, fhe 
prefently finds an Opportunity to make their 
favourite Witches fly into their Arms; or by 
another Draught, if the good Mother will 
fhame any body in the Parith for an Infult of- 
tered to her, fhe will make them laugh at every 
thing they fee for twenty-four Hours, and fo 
the Witch’s Hovel becomes a Meeting-houfe, 
for the pretty longing Girls and the young Fel- 
lows in the Neighbourhood, and there is not 
one of them will declare any thing that hap- 
pens at the Witch’s Houle ; tor if they do, 
{he will not fail of giving them either a Dofe 
of Madnefs or of Sleep, or of Laughing or 
Gripes, jutt as the Maggot takes her in the 
Head. ‘lhe pretty Girls are her Witches and 
her Charms, and with them fhe fets Spells upon 
the young Men. By this Cunning flic will lead 
any one of her Familiars into a Wood, or 
under a Hedge, or, in fhort, where fhe com- 
mands; and the accounts 4 Touch of the Wand 
is very iuchanting. 

Now we may examine how the Devil an old 
Woman fhould take upon her to live by fuch 
odd Things? I can only anfwer that fuch odd 
Things bring in a great deal of Money , for 
every one of the Company pays fomething to- 
wards it, and then do not you think that the 
Witch might live very well by it? I pray you 
how did Mother Needham gct her Bread? was 
it not by this Means? And is not Madam 
doing the fame at this Day, and Mrs. and 
my Lady —— and Squire —— and Count —— 
and Sir-———; but they indeed Witchcratt it 

in 
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1a London, where Peaple know the Lord knows 
waat; and therefore fuch Meeting muit be in 
Mafgquerade: 1 then defire to know what is 
the Dillerence between the Witches of the 
‘Yown and Country; the Antwer is very thort, 
when we contider that the Witches in the 
Country who give their Minds to Catterwaul- 
ing, are cltcemed Cats; for all Whorcs are 
called Cats, and all the Catterwauling-Folks, 
either in Town or Country, whether in Cat- 
Skin or FharlequineDrciles, are Cuts; fo that 
the Country as well as the Lowmfow Ladics are 
all one, in poine of Kiffing, when they are me~ 
tamorpholed on fuch Occafions; and this is 
the Reaton why Witches are faid to transtorm 
themich cs into Cats. Bue pretty Girls may 
take what Shape they pleafe, they are Witches 
fill, and will enchant Munkind, lee them do 
what they will: AI] Males will come to the 
Lure of the Female. But to give a Word or 
two more concerning the old jorts of Witches 
er Bawds, I find that at this very time of day, 
there is.a Clan of Witehes tn the Tland of 
Majorca, who trom good Teitimony eat the 
Leatofan Herb, which raifes them to fuch a 
Pitch of Madneis, as can only be paralleld by 
the Prevch Prophets, that were among us ot 
very fate Date; they will feem by their Talk 
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to be inthe Atv, to mece the Devil, and will 
then converfe with any Man as if the Devil 
was in them. 

But we have a fore of Mother Witch, that 
isnexe to thefe, which are the Coffee and Tca 
‘Throwers, to tell People’s Fortunes; but whe- 
tacr the Fortune is to be decided by Cotfec 
orca, depends chictly upon the Humour ot’ 
the Portune-tcllers: If it is on the Cuttee-tide, 

they 
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they muft have their Learning irom Gy pics oF 
Egyptians, whence Learning once abounded, 
and Coffee has grown from the Beginning ae 
Time: But the Gyphes we fee about the 
Streets are not altogether fo wile; their Colour 
is of the cruc Walnut-flicll Tinge, and their 
Wit altogether in picking of Vockcts; they 
arc all Counterteits. [ juft know that there 1s 
little Diflerence between the Learning of the 
Goers-about and the Staycrs-at-home : As for 
the commen Gyplics, they will tteal “Pankards, 
and as for the beit of the Colffec-throwers, i 
wus at her Houte, and while ihe was gone to 
get fume Cofee to perform the Ceremony, I 
pilled in her Shoc, Swhich coil at leat Seven 
Shillings, an d into the Colice-pot likewhte, 
which the knew nothing of: So that Iconciade 
acither a thefe fort of Witches have any 
ereat Notion of Conjuration; — unleis Miis 
Navey wants Tom, or Mifs Sulley wants Jel, 
and then no doubt they can make up the Dit- 
ference between on if they are well paid tor 
it, but tie itinerant Witches, fuch as the Gyp- 
fics, tell ortunes tor a Penny, and the Home- 
fet Witches will have a Suilling at Leatt for their 
AN eS 
‘Vhe firft Hitch-deslers, are thofe which deal 
with the Gypfies, and take their Magick chiefly 
trom fetting up Pokers againtt a decaying Fire, 
or lay ing ona Vire-Shovel over the tame when 
it is almott out, whiltt the latter take their 
Counfel from their Coflce-Per and their own 
Conjectures. Tt T may give my Opinion In 
the ‘Cale, [ dhonld fuppoie that the fetting ot 
Pokers againit Fi ine is Much more anticnt than 
the Ule al Cofte a tor the frit has a EXCE 
tinee the Dilcavery of Coal-Miees ar Agweufle 
ROH 
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upon Tyne, and the Ufe of Coffce in England 
has not been above fifty-five Years. 

As for the Mother Tea Witches, or fuch as 
prefume to throw Tca-Grounds, they muft 
certainly, to eftablifh the Fortunes of People, 
bring their Learning from China, where the 
Tea only grows: For if we were to ufe a 
Drug fo commonly as Tea is ufed, and did not 
know the Ufe of it, why do we ufe it. One 
may venture to offer five Guineas Reward to 
any one who can read the Chinefe Language 5 
tor there is not at prefent any Perfon who can 
tell the leait tittle of it in England. ‘Theretore 
Chalk or Powder of Pott would do the fame 
thing, and thin Tea-Cu/tings can be of no Im- 
port or Signification ; fo that Tea-Witches have 
no Foundation for their Fortune-telling, unlefs 
by what I faid before of the bringing young 
Witches to their Mates, and their procuring a 
Copulation; and then the Proverb ts verihied, 
Cut after kind. 

I could here give you an Account of various 
Sorts of diminutive Witches in Loxdon ; fuch 
as Semitreffes, Muilliners, sc. ot the old Race ; 
but I conclude, that all the Witches tor 
my Mind are young Women, whicn I] pre- 
fume may be procured at the abovefaid Placcs. 
When the Devil couples with Witches, they 
bring forth Toads and Serpents, as fome great 
Authors tell us. 

One may add, that there was another fort of 
Witch two or three Years ago, that could en- 
chant hundreds of Familics into amaze about 
her Coney-Warren; [ mean the Woman about 
Guilford, who pretcndcd to brecd Rabits every 
Day, trom the bare fecing a Rabbit crois the 
Way belore her; and fo far did fhe manage 
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the Matter, being a Woman of a large Capacity 
that feveral large Rabbits were fecn to come 
from her Body by the Sect of Cunny-peepers, 
and among the reft, two of Note, who blazed 
about her Fame as fit to be Miftrefs of all the 
Concy-warrens in England, tor they had peep’d 
and felt the Cafe, and opened it fo far to the 
Publick, that there were many thoufands about 
London could not eat a Rabbit for a Twelve- 
month, and many hundred Pounds were loft 
by the Poulterers on account of that Commo- 
dity: But at length after many weighty Reatons 
in Philofophy, two or three great Conjurers 
judged that the Woman was really Mother to a 
vaft number of Rabbits that they faw born, and 
that the croffing of the Rabbit before her muft 
be the Reafon of it; however it was foon difco- 
vered that the whole was done by Enchantment, 
i.e. by Confederacy, for a Woman in League 
with her brought her every Day or Night pri- 
vately a Parccl of young Buns or Rabbets 
which fhe hid in her Bed, and every now and 
then fhe put one into Burrow, and then would 
begin to grunt and roar like a Devil, ’till the 
was delivered of her Burthen ; but as foon as 
this Cheat was found out, it was prefently con 
cluded fhe was not of the Strain of the Old 
Witches, nor quite of the New Witches Sort, 
and then Rabbits were caten again. This was 
a piece of Witchcratt above the Common Way, 
though there has been a Woman at Hammer 
fiaith who faid fhe was poffefled by the Devil, 
and got Money by it, # ¢ her Mother did, 
which was the fame thing as the Rabbits Mo- 
ther did ; but this like the other was difco- 
vered to be anImpoftor, and fulfered accord 
ingly.

7. H E Conyurers in antient Times were out 
T of our Reach; they kept that Know- 
ledge to themfelvcs, but yet with that Know- 
ledge would get more Money than any of our 
Moderns, except Mr. Lua, or the late Mr. 
Fawkes, 

Dr, Fauffus and lriar Bacon were two very 
great Conjurers in their Time; thefe were Wi- 
zards, and play’d the Devil as fome Folks fay 
in the Days of yore: Dr. Fuuffus, becaufe he 
had the firft Knowledge of Printing, took the 
Bible in hand, which ufed then only to be 
written, at a great Expence, even at about 
twenty or thirty Pounds apeice, which in thofe 
‘Times was equal to ten times the Money in 
our Days. Pav/tss printed a large Number 
of thm, and fold them in forcign Countries 
as well as his own, and cven to the Valuc of 
the Manuferipts, by which he amaffed a vaft 
Fortune. Ac latt his Printing was difcovered, 
and then it was faid he could cat Loads of 
Hay, had fiery Dragons ftewed for Breakfaft, 
had fricd Toads and broiled Serpents for Din- 
tier, and by way of Defert, would change 
Men’s Nofes into Bunches of Grapes, or 
Bunches of Grapes into Nofes, which was the 
fame thing. 

He could do mere than Mecar of Moor-Hul?, 
when he flew the Dragon of /¥autley 5 he could 
devour Loads ef Hay, when the Dragon of 
Mautley (as he was called) could eat up Houfes 

and: 
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and made no more of them than if they had 
been Geefe and ‘Turkeys. 

So they both, according to my Senfe of the 
Matter, who were Men of great Efftates, cat 
up their Fortunes at any rate, not valuing Mcn, 
Women, or Children: 

They eat all, 
And let none behind, 
But fone Stones, dear Jack, 
That they could not crack, 
Which ou the Hills you'll find. 





Fauftus fpent his Eitate to gratify the Fools 
who came to his Obfervatory, where he drank 
plentifully with fuch fort of Folks, and was ge- 
ncrous enough to give thofe who were curious 
the Things which ftood him in a large Ex- 
pence; at laft he grew poor, and then the 
Devil take Lim, faid every one, for no body 
came near him; and that was the Devil, for it 
was faid the Devil fwallowed him up, as Mr. 
Luu has it at his Houfe in Covent-Garden, 
where I have feen it: So that he was no true 
Wizard on fecond thoughts. 

The Dragon of Wantley too, may be deemed 
a thing now-a-days which fignifies nothing, but 
ict me affure you, he was a Gentleman once of 
very good Fortune, he would drink hard it is 
true, *till Moor of sMoor-Hil/ got all his Eftate 
by Mortgage or otherways, and fo Moor of 
Moor-Hall conquered the Dragon. 

It isfaid, that Men drink like Dragons in 
the North, and one of an extraordinary Nature 
at Waitiey might be called the Dragon of the 
Place; and I fuppofe Moor of Moor-Hall got 
his Eftate in Mortgage, and then the Lawyecrs 
came in, and there was an end of the Matter. 
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Friar Bacon was another Conjurer of Oxford, 
who invented the Brazen Head; bur his Man 
Miles was one of the Family of the Sad-Dogs, 
for when the Brazen-Head had been made tor 
a long time at vaft Labour and Expence, Miles 
being left to look after it while his Matter flept, 
he never took care to call Friar Bacon when it 
fpoke, and fo the whole Scheme came to no- 
thing, or elfe all England was to have been 
walled round with Brafs. 

Tt feems to me that Friar Bacon was an Al- 
chymift, and one aiming at the Philofopher’s 
Stone; and I affure you whoever can get that 
Treafure, may net only encompais Englund 
with Walls of Brafs, but Walls of Gold. 
There have been feveral Mcn of good Subftance 
lately employing themfelves about it, witha 
defign of paving our Streets with Gold, and I 
was In great hopes of it in the Year 1720, when 
all the Bubbles were on foot; but then all fell 
to nothing, whoever got by the Bargain: and 
fince thefe Things have happened, I can have 
no great Faith in the Philofopher’s Stone, yet 
fhould like well enough to treat with fuch as 
could contrive to bring in the Co/e plentifully. 

A merry Fellow fays, that Friar Bacon’s 
Head, immediately before it burft to pieces, 
_ foretold that the Brafs Guns of our Navy were 
the Brafs Walls he defigned for us. In a 
word, though we have not the firft, we have 
the laft, and no Nation dare attack us; our 
Flects can always protect us: “ Thefe (fays he) 
“© being given to fhattcring, may proceed from 
“ the fhattered Brazen-Head of Friar Bacon ; 
© read his Hiitory, and fee farther.” Another 
Man of Affurance fays, “ That the Engli/b are 
*¢ fuch brazen-faced Mortals ever fince Friar

& Bacon’s Time, that they will face the whole 
& World. 

It is a Proverb that two Heads ave better than 
ove, and then to be fure if we were to lay our 
Heads together, as we have done in fome late 
Wars, the Folks who are our Enemies would 
find it fo, that is, as good as a Wall of Brafs, 
only confifting of broken Parts, as other Walls 
do. 

Or may we think that the Brazen Head of 
Friar Bacon, when he defigned it, did not 
mean, as fome would fuggcft, that an whole 
Fiead was better than a broken one; by which 
I underftand, That to be all of one Mind 
would be much better than to be divided. 
But then, fays another, Remember the Proverb, 
Many Men, many Minds which in my Opinion 
muftever be, becaufe they are naturally fo; and 
if we were all of one Mind, we fhould become 
a Parcel of Momes, and have nothing to fay to 
one another : though fome inconfiderate Fellows 
anfwer, You know nothing of the Matter, you 
love Sukey Larkin; So do I, fay they then, 
Are we not all of one Mind? No, they reply 
prefently, d—n you, you fhall not have her to 
yourfelf; we will have her: and then they be- 
gin to battle it with me ; then I defire to know 
whether we are all of one mind. | 

But I muft tell you how this great Conjurer 
Friar Bacon has gone’ beyond the Lengths of 
the Wifdom I have been fpeaking of; for ina 
Penny-Book I have of him, it ts faid, When 
King Edward the Third fent for him to Court, 
he was Conjurer cnough to bring a Cook-maid 
with a Spit, and a Shoulder of Mutton on ity 
from an hundred Miles diftance, before the 
King, on purpofe to confront her with one . 
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the King’s Servants, who had lain with her, 
And this I fappofe is true, becaufe it is in 
Print; but then Friar Bacon was fo kind as to 
{end her back again immediately about her Bu- 
finefs, or elfe the Shoulder of Mutton might 
have been fpoiled, the Mafter expecting it at 
a fet time, or fhe, might have taken another 
Touch, and that might poffibly have broken 
the Enchantment. 

Thele are the old Heroes in Magick; and 
next to them I place Mr. Fawkes, one of our 
modern Conjurers, who, after having anointed 
himfelf with the Senfe of the People, became 
fo great a Conjurer, that he amaffed fevcral 
Thoufand Pounds to himfelf: He was fo cele- 
bratcd a Magician, that cithcr by the Force of 
his Hocus-Pocus Powder, or by the Influence 
of his Conjuring Wand, he could prefently af- 
{cmble a multitude of People together, to ad- 
mire the Phantoms he raifed before them, viz. 
Trees to bear Fruit in an inftant, Fowls of all 
forts, change Cards into Birds, give us Pro- 
{pects of fine Places out of nothing, and a 
merry jig without cither a Fidler or a Piper ; 
and morcover, to fhew that Moncey was but a 
‘Trifle to him, with a Conjuring-Bag that he 
had, would every now and then fhower down 
a Peck or two of Gold and Silver upon his 
‘Table; and that this Moncy fhould not die 
with him, he has conjured up a Son who can 
do the fame things; {o that one may fay his 
Conjuration is hercditary. 


But we muft not forget Dr. Partridge the 
Almanack-maker, Student in Phytick, Aitrolo- 
gy, and Shoe-making ; he could tell Fortunes, 
make Daffey’s Elixir, gild Pills, and calculate 
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Nativities, or mend Shoes, #.¢. he could cure 
a bad Sole; but now, alas! his All (Awl) is 
at an Evd at La/f, and they fay he waxed very 
rich before he diced. 

One thing is memerable of him, which is, 
that he could make Witches, as appears trom 
the following Story. Once upon a Day an old 
Woman, who was of fach a Temper that fhe 
was continually fnarling at her Neighbours, 
and found her Curfe had no Effect upon them, 
came to him in a great Agony, faying, Good 
Doétor I want your Help, I hate all the 
World, and would fend them all to the Devil 
ifI could; I have curft, and curft, and curft 
again, and till my Neighbours live in Quiet; 
but I have heard that a Witch may do what 
fhe pleafes, and torment Folks by Peacemeals, 
till the fends them to the Devil; fo dear Doctor 
make me a Witch if you can, and I will give 
you five Guineas. The Doctor you may be 
fure inlifted upon Ten, but rather than fail, 
finding the Woman would give no more Mo- 
ney, Miftrefs (fays he with his Spectacles on) 
lay down your Moncey, and you may come to 
me to-morrow morning tor a Box of Ointment 
that will do your Bufinefs. The Woman 
dropped him 4 fine Courtely, and was early 
enough the nest Morning for her precious Box, 
which was ready for her, and like Lightning 
flew to her Abode, ftripped, and rubbed the 
Unguent on the Places he had directed, as her 
Face, Hands, &. but it proved of fo bad 
Savour, that fhe returned immicdiately to the 
Doétor, curling as much as the dared do; but 
recolleéting herfelf that he was looked upon 
to be a Conjurer, fubmitted as much as her 
Stomach would Ict her, and faid, I believe it 
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was 2'T—d you gave me to anoint me with; 
Why then Friend, fays the Doctor, you are a 
Witch, for it is really fo as you fay, and] de 
ferve my Money. | 

‘Phe noted Lord Rocheffer, when he took 
upon him to play the Mountebank, among o- 
thers that flocked about his Stage, an honeft 
Fellow came to him, who told him that he 
was fo much addi¢ted to Lying, that he had 
not, nor could not fpeak one Word of Truth. 
Come to me To-morrow, fays the Mounte- 
bank, and I'll make you fpeak Truth as foon 
as I have you under my Hand ; the next Day, 
the Man being naturally of an honeft Temper, 
went early to get a Cure for that which fome 
Folks would not be cured of for all the World, 
viz. His Lordfhip takes him on the Stage, bid 
him open his Mouth; ,and rubbed his Gums 
with a Sirreverence; By G—d, fays the Man, 
this isa IT—d; Why then by G—d, fays my 
Lord, you have fpoke Truth, and I have 
cured your Diftemper. 

There are many more pretended Conjurers 
in the World, but beware of Counterfeits; you 
will find thofe have no Foundation of their 
own to fet up upon, and fo when you force 
them to open their Minds, they will anfwer 
nothing, or nothing to the purpofe. 

But if you would be let into the Secret of 
Conjuration and Aftrology, I advife you to go 
to fome Cobler of Diftinétion, fuch as Par- 
tridge, Poor Robin, a Lawycr, or the Window- 
fhutter Poet in Cripplegate Parifh; then you 
may pick up Learning ’till you will be fick 
on’t, aua perhaps be poifoned into the bar- 
gain; tor moft of thefe Star-gazers fell Phyfick 
and Noafenfe together: And fo by way of 
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Conclufion I prefent you with a lively Figure 
of a Conjurer in the beginning. 
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If a Conjurer has uot Reafon to fupport his 
Credit, then he is olliged to shew a few Tricks to 
Support himfelf and bring mm the Pence. 

When a Devil is to be introduced, it fhould 
be properly with a Thunder-Crack ; and there 
is nothing more ftinging to the Ear than the 
Pulvis-Fulminans or Vhuander-Powder, which 
is made of Tartar, Sulpher, and Nitre, but it 
muft be clofe {topped in a Bottle as foon as it 
is made: You may have it at the Chyimift’s, 
or fee the Receipt tor making it in Dr. Qusncy’s 
Book of Pharmacy. 

The way of thing it is, to put the Quantity 
of halt a Thimble-tall of the Powder into a 
Fire-fhovel, and make fomebody, who knows 
nothing of the matter, fet it over the Fire, ind 
as foon as it melts it gives an aftontthing Crack, 
which will ring in the Ears of the People near 
it two or three Days, tiiough it gives no Light 
or Plath like ou paver This was one of 
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the Wizards or Conjurers Tricks, and our 
Forclathers had it to frighten the Folks about 
then; and whoever has this Secret, may fet up 
for a Devil or a Witch in the Country. But if 
atter this Thunder you would make a Devil or a 
Ghoft appear, then take the following Method. 

Phofphorus, which onc may buy at Mr. God- 
frey’s the Chymift in Southampton-Strect, Covent= 
Gurdev, is an execllent thing to reprefent the 
Appearance of any Object we defire, in Flames 
of Fire in a dark Room 3 it is like a Crayon, 
fo that you may draw with it as with a Pencil 
to reprefent any Figure you detire ;_ and when 
the Candles are there you can {ee nothing ; but 
when all is dark you will prefently difcover 
the Figure in Fire, and always in Motion, un- 
lefs fometimes it may perhaps blind you or 
lofe itfelf for half a Minute, as if it vanifhed, 
but will then rife again in the fame Shape, and 
waver about as if it had Life in it for fome 
confiderable time. 

Though this Pho/phorus is dear, a Man may 
make a Maid come into his Arms, if he can 
write or draw well againft a Wall with it, and 
afterwards it is ten to one whether fhe {wears 
a Rape againft him. Pho/phoris is to be kept 
in Water or Spirits, or clfe it will confume. 

One may with Phofphorus light a Candle by 
a Glafs of Water, «4 e. cut off a picce of it as 
big as a large Pin’s Head, and ftick it on the 
fide of a large Glafs of Water; mark the 
Place, and then take any Candle in the Room 
and turn it downwards, and drip it out ’till 
no Fire is feen, and then while the Wick is 
kot, hold that to the Place where the Pho/pho- 
vas is put, and it will light in Streams of Fire 
ina Blue Flame, fuch asGhofts and Farts make. 
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Enchantinent demonffruted, in the Story of Jack 
Spriggins avd the Enchanted Beau, giving a 
particular avcount of Jack’s arrivalat the Caffle 
of Giant Gogmagog 5 his vefcuing ten thoufand 
Ladies ana Knights from being broiled for the 
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Giant's Breakfuft; jumping through Key-holes ; 
aud at tuft how be deftroyed the Giant, and 
became Monarcw of the Universe. 


NMAPFER Spriggivt, who was an acute 
(5 old Farmer, wao could teer of one Eye 
and crack a Joke, begin to tel! about a eomical 
Lad of his Family, of the Name of Sscecgens, 
for he admired every one ot his Nairc, becaule 
he had no Children of his own; and this Boy’s 
Name was 7ack, as we fhall cell him pow, 

Good Folks, fays Gafier Sprge.ut, there ne= 
ver was fuch a dirty, lazy, tattcr-de-mal!ion Dog 
as Yack in the Worid; he was elevated in his 
Garret o’ nights, and had the Cune of Small+ 
beer in the Kitchen o’ days, with an old En- 
chantrefs tor his Grandmother and Companion. 
When I mention his Appartment, I ought in 
juftice to let you know that the Houfe was no 
more than a Hovcl or a Cottage; it confitted 
but of two Rooms, if we may call them fo, 
for really the upper Apartment, which was the 
next Story to the Ground Fioor, was next to 
the Thatch, in which Place he had otten the 
Benefit of Contemplation; for though he was 
a {mart large Eoy, his Grandmother and he laid 
together, and between whiles the good old 
Woman inftructed Fack in many things, and 
among the reft, “Jack ({ays thc) as you area 
comfortable Bed-fellow to mc, I muft tell you, 
I have a Bean in my Houfe which will make 
your Fortune; you fhall be richer than an Em- 
peror, you fhall have the whole World at your 
Command ; and as you now grow ftrong and 
lufty, I defign to give it thee, my Roy, one 
Day or other. Oh! fays Fack, dear Grand- 
mother give me now that Bean, that I may try 
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how rich I can be, and then how much I thall 
love my dear Grandmother: No, Child, fays 
fhe, fhould I do that, you would grow rich 
and turn Rake, and you would never think of 
your poor Grandmother again: But Sirrah, 
{ays fhe, if I was to know you would play 
fuch Tricks, P?'d whip your little Narfcy-parfey 
for you. Nay, fays Fack, Grandmother, don’t 
hurt me. No, anfwers the Grandmother, you 
luity Boy, you know I love you too well to 
hurt you: J love you as becomes me, and you 
ought to take notice on’t; and fo "fack made 
no Words about the Matter. 

In the Morning as Fack was making his 
Grandmothcer’s Fire, Pufs fcratching among the 
Afhes, claw’d out the Enchanted Bean, which 
his Grandmother had dropped out of her Lea~ 
thern Purle by accident. Odds Budd, fays 

ack, VI fet it in our Garden, and fee what 
it will come to, for I always loved Beans and 
Bacon; and then, what was wonderful! the 
Bean was no fooner put into the Ground, but 
the Sprout of it jumped out of the Earth, and 
grew fo quick, that it gave “fack a Pillip on 
the Nofe, and made him bleed turioufly : in 
he runs to his Grandmother, crying out, Dear 
Grandmother fave me, Iam killed: No, fays 
fhe, I now have only time to tell you, my En- 
chantment will be broke in an Hour’s time, I 
know it, you have got my Bean, and this 
Impertinence of your's will occalion my being 
transformed; yet if I am able I will fufhciently 
thrafh your Jacket: but away runs “fuck, and 
up the Bean he climbs, and the old Woman 
aitcr him, with the Birch-broom in her Hands. 
The Bean was then about a Mile high, and by 
that time fhe got at it, Yack was ftraddled up 
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near half 2 Mile; and through her Vengeance 
and Ill-naturec, not being able to reach the 
Boy, fhe fell down in a Fit for a time, and as 
foon as her Hour was out, was turned into a 
montftrous Toad, and crawled into fome neigh- 
bouring Mud or Cellar, in her way to the 
Shades: But “Yack went on his Gallop, though 
the Bean grew more than a Mile an Hour. 
In truth, the Bean grew forty Miles high, and 
while it was growing, fome little Towns were 
built upon the Leaves as he went up, for him 
to refrefh himfelf at: He calls at one tor a Pot 
of Alc, at anothcr tor fome Bread and Cheefe, 
and at another, which was near the Giant’s 
Caftle, for what he could get; this had a very 
promilfing afpect, for the Sign was as big as 
any on Ludgate-Hill: Here he thought to reft 
for atime, and goes in ftrutting like a Crow 
in a Gutter; What have you to cat Landlord, 
fayshe; Every thing in the World, Sir, fays 
the Landlord: Why then, fays ack, give me 
a Neck of Mutton and Broth: “Alas, fays the 
Landlord, to-morrow is Market-day ; how un- 
fortunate it is! I cannot get you a Neck of 
Mutton to-night if it was to fave my Soul : 
Well then, get me fomething clfe, fays Fack 5 
Have you any Veal? No indeed, Sir, not at 
prefent; but there is a fine Calf fatting at Mr. 
Fenkinfon’s, that will be killed on Saturday 
next: But have you any Beef in your Houte, 
fays ack; Why truly, Sir, fays the Land- 
lord, if you had been here on Monday laft, I 
believe, though I fay it that fhould not fay it, 
you never faw fo fine a Sir-Loin of Becf as we 
had, and Plumb-Pudding too, which the Juftices 
who dined here, and their Clerks and Conttables, 
entircly demolithed ; and though I got nothing 
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by them, yet their Company was a Credit to my 
Houle. ‘Zounds, fays Yack, have you nothing 
in the Houfe? I am hungry, [ am flarving 5 
but I hear a Cock crow, and from thence I am 
fare you have fome Poultry; kill one of them 
and broil it: Yes Sir, fays the Landlord, but 
that Cock is the Squire’s, he would not take 
forty Guineas for it. Well then, replied “Zack, 
you may kill a Hen or a Chicken. O Lord, 
Sir, I have no Chickens, anfwers the Land- 
lord, and the two Hens that I have belong to 
the Game Cock, and they have incubated as I 
may fay, their Eggs a fortnight, but I believe 
we fhall have Chickens a Week hence. Have 
you no Eggs in the Houfe, fays Fuck: No 
Sir, indeed, anfwers the Landlord, but Neft- 
F.ggs, which we make of Chalk. Why then, 
fays fack, what the Devil have you got? Why 
to tell you the Truth, Sir, I don’t know that 
I have any thing in the Houfe to eat; for the 
Squire and his Huntfmen called here this 
Morning and devoured what we had, all our 
Bacon, all our Cheefe, and all our Bread; bat 
I could have got you fome fine Trouts trom 
the Miller’s only a little before you came in he 
fent all his Fifh up to Sir Fobn’s, Why then, 
days Fack, I find I mutt go to bed fupperlets. 
Aye, Mafter, anfwers the Hoff. ‘Then give 
me fome Drink, fays Fack. That I can do, 
tor I have jalt brewed; and if you love new 
Drink, I can fit you to a tittle, for it has not 
been in the Tun halfan Hour. 

Thus was poor Yack plagued by the En- 
chantment of his Grandmother, who was re- 
folved to lay him under her ill Tongue, fo long 
as her Power lafted. But juft as he fell in with 
this ttarving Profpect, off goes the Top of the 
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Houfe ; the Hoft was turned into a beautiful 
Lady, and in pops a dozcn pretty Youths, 
dreft like Pages in grecn Satin, laced with Sil- 
ver and white Feathers in their Caps, each of 
them mounted upon an Hobby-horfe finely 
bedecked with Ribbons, Tinfcl, and Feathers ; 
they difmounted immediately, and in full Cho~ 
rus moft harmonioufly addretfed themfelyes to 
Gack, faluting him with the Titles of Sove- 
reign Lord of the Mannor, and Invincible 
Champion; *Tis this Inttant, great Sir, that 
your fuppofed Grandmother the Queen of Po- 
monkey has taken her Paflage to the Shades, 
her Enchantment is broke, and we bring you 
the full Power of potfefling all the Pleafures 
you defire: The fair Lady that {tands betore 
you is Emp’refs of the Mountains of the Moon ; 
young as fhe {cems to be, was your Grandmo- 
ther’s Black Cat, and by Enchantment has 
worn that Shape four hundred Years: It was 
fhe that put it in your mind to plant this won- 
dertul Bean by fcratching in the Afhes, and 
fhe is now entircly at your Highnefs’s Difpofal 
whether the fhall live or die: You have a 
thoufand fuck Cutches now attending you 
without with Halters and Hatchsts to make 
an end of her, when your Honour pleafes to 
direct her Execution; or elfe you have a 
fiery Dragon yaping for her, if you give but 
once the Signal for her Death: This Box, 
great Sir, bears you the ablolute Power over 
her, over us, over Old Scratch or Nicholss the 
Antient, Your Grandmother, illuitrious Sir, 
when fhe found tie Lofs of ner Bean, and the 
Shortnefs of her Power, imvoked aa Aili inbly 
of Inquctudes 19 attead vou, and io trite 
formed this Miracle of Nature into che Hot 
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you have been talking with. Why in troth, 
lays ‘fack, I thought it was a Woman by filling 
me {o full of Expectation: But Gentlemen, 
have you got any Bread and Cheefe in your 
Pockets, tor I am bloody hungry ? but lince 
it is all Enchantment, as J begin now to find 
by the Alteration of my Rody, I feel Sprink- 
lings of Generolity ow in my Veins tor my 
Grandmother’s dear Puily, who has fo often 
pur’d about me; I have Noblenefs of Spirit to 
excufe my innocent Landlord, and Gratitude 
enough to take the fatr Lady to my Arms. 

Tt requires no more then, exalted Monarch, 
fay the Pages, but to put on the Ring inclofed 
in that Box, and you will initantly poilels five 
Wifhes, and on the top of the Ring your 
Highncfs will find a Marble Red Stone given 
to your Grandmother by the King of Strombolo, 
If you are engaged in Combat, turn the Stone 
to the North, and you may conquer Giants, 
Dragons, and Batilisks; and while you keep 
it to the South, you will flow in Plenty, and 
enjoy every thing clfe you defirs. 

Ts that all you have to fay, lays Yack; Yes 
and pleafe your Honour, replicd the Pages ; 
and then put on the Ring; at which moinent 
the remaining Pare of the Inn wis changed 
with a terrible Crack into a delighttul Summer- 
houfe or Pavilion, where a lable was fpread 
with the moft elegant Difhes, and the Side- 
board furnifhed with the richeit Wines. This 
fays “fack, pleafes me above all things in the 
World, it is my firft With completely: But 
then he efpied his Lady to be ttark naked; [ 
with Madam, fays “Zack, you was as well 
cloathed as the greateft Queen in the World; 
when immediately fhe was adorned in the 
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gayeft Princely Robes. Now, favs “Fack, I 
with fur feme good Matick ; an In an inftane 
down came a dozen or two of excellent Hidlers. 
He then withed them to play the Black- Joke, 
and io they went on for an “Hour ’till he had 
cran’d his Carcats. And tor the fitch With he 
withed - be in bed with his fine Lady ; and 
as the Laws of Enchantrnene order it, a With 
is no fooncr thonght on but executed, fo were 
our Couple enchanted into a Ciilon Velvet 
Bed, embroidered with Gold and Pearls 5 the 
Room iuminatcd with an bhundyed Wax per- 
fumed Lights placed in Ghitls Sconces; the 
Marble “Lables covered with leflaminc and 
Orange Flowers, and the {mali oncs made of 
Mahogany and other fine Wood, adorned with 
Pvramids of Sweerme us and retrething Drams, 
trom the True Barba:loes Citron to the humble 
Gin. Neither was there wanting a Chamber- 
pot on cach fide of the Ped, and a Brace of 
Clofeitouls in foparate Chaet-, for icar of the 
wortt; by which Couvenicuce liy the Works 
of feveral eminent modern Authors Ly cay of 
wipe. I fhould have oblerved, thar when the 
Princefs was conjurcd into the wonderful A- 
parament, fhe was: ittende d by twelve Damfels 
cloathed in Silver Thiue, who few to her Af 
{tance mounted upon as many Rofe-buds : 
Vhefe were followed by an ee Shoc= 
may, whote Bulinels it was to clean her Lady- 
thip’s Shoes againit the Morning: fo thit there 
was nothing wanting to comp lete tue Happi- 
nefs of the Mluttrions Couple. In fhort, the 
Attendants withdrew, end we Icave them now 
to play their Rantum-icuntuni Tricks ’cill the 
next Morning. [T may add, that 9.2ck had te 
much Bulinefs upon his hands that Night, thae 
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he fell afleep in the Morning, end dreamt 2 
Dream, in which the Patroneis of the Enchant- 
ment uppearcd to him ; and after having 
touched him and his Princefs three times woh 
a Wand, ftruck out of their MJemorics all 
Thoughts of what they hel been, and con- 
Grmed then in Princely Graces: “Then whisk- 
ing her Wond three times oser her Head, 
whifpered Prince Zohn of his Progrcis to tue 
Top of his Bean, end how he fhould come to 
the Cattle of Giant Gazwazeg, by whom, himfelf 
and his Princcts thouid bz favourably received, 
and entertained tor three Days without Danger, 
but he matt be ture to keep the Stone in his 
Ring inclining to the North, and his Princefs 
on his North Side, that then he fhould be in 
fecming @reus Danger of his Lite as well as his 
Princeis; bur by turning the Stone of his Ring 
under the Bent of his Finger, the Prinects 
{hould immediately change into a Balilisk, and 
kill all that were in the reach of her iycs ex- 
cept himfelr; and then as foon as he could 
aflure himfell of Safety, it was only to turn up 
his Ring as ic had been belore, and then the 
Prin-cls would refumiz her Shape, and he be- 
come Matter of all the Giants Treafure.

the other hand the Trouts, Salmons, Carp, 
and other Inhabitants ot the Stream leaped 
upon the Banks; with a proper Supply of 
Nectar, Ambrotia, Burgundy, Champaign, 
Hermitage, Front:gniac, and Tokay, Wines, 
not forgeting a Dram or two tor the Virgins of 
Honour.

W HEN the Men and the Maids have 
VV soended thcir Gambols, are all feated 
about the Fire, and Bed-time is drawing on, 
then “Yobn begins fome difmal Story, to the 
Company about Apparitions and Hobgoblins, 
and to about ir goes ’till all the reft of the So- 
ciety are.drawn into the fame kind of Dif= 
courfe, and ffighten’d out of their Wits with 
dreadful Apprchenfions: A Moufe cannot ftir, 
but Nan crecps clofe to Fobu; Sue hugs Tony 
and none dare lic alone; then Love and the 
Devil couples them together, and each one 
has 2 Mate for that Night; and when the 
Thing is once done, there is very little Cere- 
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them the Afliftance of his Pages, with the Pros 
mife to releafe them the next Morning. Then 
were the Rooms where thefe Prifoners of both’ 
Sexes were kept, illuminated, and furnithed 
with every refreshing Liquor; while the Prince 
returned to his Lady, and related what had patt. 

The Day no fooner broke, but up got the 
Prince and Princefs, and walking into a Bower 
refrefhed themfelves with fome Fruits, and 
the Giant appeared with a Sword in his Hand; 
fays he with an hearfe Voice, ‘Thou Prince of 
Pitty, this moment you die, and the next In- 
ftant will I folace myfelf in the Delights of thy 
Princefs.

Kids upon fome {mug Apprentice, by fuch 
means they get a {pell of Money, deck them- 
jelves forth, renew their Maidenheads, and ei- 
ther fet up an Alehoufe with the Men that 
their Fear debauched; or clfe change the End 
of the Town, get acquainted with fome emi- 
nent Bawd, and fo are made the Fondlings of 
fome raking Coxcombs of Fortune tor a while, 
and then turned off to walk the Streets. It ir 
happens this way, then the Story of the Sprite 
was a difmal Story indeed; for the forfaking 
of their firit truc Love, may bring the Ballad 
of Bateman before them; where they may 
plainly fee in the Picture, that the Devil files 
away with fuch falfe Wretches: But I have 
more Compatfion tor a tender-hearted Maiden, 
than to think that where a Six-pence has once 
been crooked between her and her Sweetheart, 
fhe can ever forfake him, cfpecially if fhe has 
any Notion of the Devil’s Claws and torked 
Tongue, or the diretul Horrors fhe muft be 
fubject to, from the Hauntings of Ghotts and 
Spectres, whencver fhe happens to be alone 
after Candlelight; then may fhe cxpect to fec 
the Candle burn Blue, the Chairs gallop about 
the Room, be ttun’d with Shricks and Groans 
trom every Quarter of the Room, when with 
a hideous Roar cntcrs a ghaftly Iigure ina 
Winding-fheet, with a lighted Taper in one 
Hand, and a bloody Dagger in the other, cry- 
ing out tor Revenge, and ftalking up to you 
with long Strides, and great Saucer Eyes, 
rattling 
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rattling of Chains, and a Cloven Foot. This 
I am fure would be enough to frighten the 
(touteft. Man that ever wore an Head, and 
much more Women, who are made of fuch 
tender Stuff. 

But there are many Ballads and Hittory- 
Books fold in Moor-Fields, which relate the 
many dreadful Ends that unconttant Lovers 
have come to, as well as in Dr. Gluivelie’s 
great Book of Ghofts and Apparitions, where 
you may foon find theic Aticrtions confirmed, 
and fee thefe Spectres tet in a true Light; but 
the Doétor’s Book indeed is too high-priced 
for every one to purchafe , and a Ghoft 1s not 
to be feen every day about Iovdon, unlefs one 
was to pay for it at onc of the Play-houfes,. and 
that would coft as much as the Book. Ner 
muft you expect a Ghoft to appear geutis in 
Hand- Alley, as it did feven Years ago, as thou- 
fands can teftify ; for that was laid for ninety- 
nine Years in the Red-Sea by the Reverend 
Mr. A¢7———— and the Learned Dr. A. . 

I only tell you of thefe things that you may 
be fully apprited how dreadiul a thing a Gholt 
is, and what a wretched Cale you muit be in, 
jt you are once haunted by a Ghoft of your 
own making; that is, if you was to break 
your true Love’s Heart by Inconitancy, or 
make him hang or drown himfelf, or ftab or 
fhoot himfelf, or make him cut his Throat 
trom Ear to Ear, tor your Breach of Faith 
to him. 

But doubtlefs you will fay, after this long 
Haranguc, why docs not the Author give us 
a Story or two of tome frightful Spe¢tre for us 
to talk about when we have a mind to frighten 
one another into a Love-fit, or preferve a con- 
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itant Love between us; to this the Author an- 
dwers, fe fe will, and you fhall have thin o 


two or tinee Sorts,

“Chere is a melancholy Narrative in the Bal- 
lad of P.tewai, exprefling tie Norrivic Circum~ 
ftances of a Lady’s being carricd away by the 
Ghoit of her trug Love, who had hinged nime 
fel tor her Incenttaucy. Read the Pallad and 
tremble: but much more tremble at the tol- 
lowing “tory. 

Mr. Téowas Strivter, a Gentleman of good 
Fortune, courted the greateit Beauty in his 
Country, who reecived all his Addrett.s with 
the tomictt Love and Aucetion that could be 5 
he teemed to be the Man dor her Atou ov. stad 
4 Views 6¢ Gold as bene between riiem,-as-4 
faered Pledge of rcir mataal Aficctions. But 
there were many more Lovers that followed 
her daily, an} by bed Luck one of them, by 
fome way or other, gained her Abections, and 
got to Bed to her. In the mean while, Striuger 
Bad Intelligence of it, and now and then up- 
braided her of Inndeliry, but fhe in a gallant 
way retumed, that fhe might do what fhe 
would with her own if die thought fir, and 
keep what Compsay fhe pleafed , this an{wer 
ttuck in Strécger’s Stomach for afew Days, ‘tll 
he was certified of her being falfe to her Vow, 
not only ia lying with one Man, but was well 
{atisied the received the Addrefics of many, 
and fo poifoned himfelt.

Dr. Glanvi le, famous for a Book of Witches 
and Apparitions, was cnce ¢. ding a certain 
Bifhoo of their dreadful EGediy, and begged 
biz Lordfhip’s Opinion thereon: Indeed, fays 
my Lord, J] have otten heard cf fach Thi.gs, 
and «is once furpriied my fel about onc-a-clock 
in the Morning, | heard tomething — Pray go 
on, my Lord, fays the Doctor; But what did 
you hear? Why, replies my Lord, I heard a

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ftrange Noife on the Stairs, coming Lump, 
Lump, Lump. And pray what then? fays the 
Doétor. Oh! anfwers my Lord, and then 
with a great Thump my Chamber-Door flew 
open. My ¢ good Lord, fays the Doctor, I per- 
ceive you are of my Opinion : And then, con- 
tinucs his Lordfhip, I faw a tall Man enter my 
Room with a very grim Countenance. Nay 
then, fays the Doétor, that muft be a Ghoft or 
the Devil; And immediately, faid the Bifhop, 
my Chamber was enlightened; he ftalked up 
to the Side of my Bed, and drew the Curtains. 
Nay, fays the Doctor, then it muft be a Ghott; 

But had your Lordthip Courage to fpeak to 
it? Yes, replics his Lordfhip, and I received a 
fatistactory Antwer. ae my Lord, fays the 
Dodtor, we wie come to thy Point; I find now 
that your Lordfhip has a Relic {in fuch things, 

though yeu have been pleafed to banter me 
about my Thoughts ot Apparitions. My Lord 
anfwered, Good ee itis truc; for it was 
the W atchman, who finding my Street Door 
open, was iccking for fomebody or other to 
fhut it, and hapyened by miftake to come into 
my Room. So in the Picture Harlequin lights 
in the Ghoft, itor how the Devil do you think 
a Ghoft can be in the dark; and if the Devil 
fhould ftand at his Bed’s-head, it is becaufe he 
had faid, Get thee behind ive Satan, or Avoid 
me Sutans And therefore I fuppole the Fin- 
gravcr only made the Devil pecping out behind 
the Bed. 

But now I come to an extraordinary Cafe of 
an Apparition. 

A Lad of my Acquaintance coming home 
late in a Moon-fhiny Nighr, juit as he came 
to a Stile was terribly trightened at an Ap- 

pearance 
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pearance which was very itrange to him, fuch 
a thing as the common Folks fay smukes their 
Hair fland an end, he could not get over the 
Stile for the Blood of him, for he taw a black 
Mad at Icatt forty Yards long, wagging his 
Head at him; but go home he muit, or lie in 
a Ditch, where Gholts might come; and to 
make fhort of his Journey on fo defperate an 
occafion, he went a little way about, and broke 
his Way through a Quickfet-Hedge, where he 
loft much Blood by the Scratches or the Thorns.

Y Grandmother has often told me of 
Fairics dancing upon our Green, and 
that they were very little Creatures, cloathed 
in Green; they would do good to the indu- 
frious cleanly People, but they pinch the Slats 5 
they would fteal Children, and give one of their 
own in the room; and the moment any one 
faw them, they were ftrack blind of one Eye. 
All this { have heard, and my Grandmother, 
who was a very tall Woman, faid fhe had feen 
feveral of them, which I believe becanfe the 
{aid fq; fhe faid moreover, that they lived un- 
der Ground, and that they generally came out 
of a.Mole-hill; they had fine Mulick always. 
among themfelves, and danced ia a Moon-fhiny 


Night around, or ina Ring, as one may fec at 
this 
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this. Day upon every Common in England, 
where Muthrooms grow. But though my 
Grandmother told me fo, it is not unlawtul to 
enquire into a Secret of this Nature, and fo I 
{poke to feveral good Women about it. 

When I asked one whether there was fuch 
Things as Faries; Ay, fays the, I have feen 
them many a time; another faid, there’s no 
room to doubt of it, for you may fee thoufands 
of their Rings upon oar Common, &. 

I found however another Way. to be fatisfied 
of the Matter, and heard the following Story 
of Faries from a Perfon of Reputation. 

‘AGentlewoman and her Husband were going 
into the oo: and thought it beft to retire 
out of Town four or five Miles the Night be- 
fore, to receive the Stage-Coach, and avoid 
the Ceremony of taking leave of their Friends, 
which are generally more troublefome . thant 
~ welcome on that Occafion, and being gone to 
Bed in a Countty-Town where Farics walked ; 
about T'welve-a-clock up comes a little Wo- 
man, not much bigger than onc’s Thumb, and 
immediately follows a little Parfon, alfo a great 
Number of People, and a Midwife with a Child 
in her Arms; and I fuppofe by their Power, 
Chairs were fet for them: But it happenced 
they wanted a Godmother for the Child, for it 
was to be chriftencd that Night; fo fays the 
good Fairy, Father, the Gentlewoman in the 
Room will do us that Favour; Ay, fays the 
reft of the Company, it is a good Thought ; 
and up brisked the Fairy Father to the Bed-= 
fide, and called out the Lady, who did the 
Office; for which the Father gave her a large 
Diamond Ring. All this while the Lady’s 
--Hasbarid was as faft as a Church, and knew 
nothing 
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nothing of the matter. But in the Morning, 
good lack, the Cafe was altered; he efpied 
the fine Ring upon his Wife’s Finger; How 
came you by that, my Dear, fayshe? Why 
my Love, replies fhe, the Faries have been 
here to-night, and told him the Story of 
the Chriftening: Zounds, fays he, the Ring 
is Sir ‘Fobu’s Ring; I know the Stone; I have 
often feen Familiarities between you and him, 
and now am convinced of your Treachery. 
And fo I fuppofe he took his Wife to be a 
Whore. fe | 

The Farics were very neceflary in Families, 
as much as Bread, Salt, or Pepper, or any 
other fuch Commodity, I believe; becaufe they 
uled to walk in my Father’s Houfe, and if I 
can judge right of the Mattcr, they were 
brought into all Families by the Servants ; for 
in old Times Folks ufed to go to Bed at Nine 
a-clock, and when the Mafter and Miftrefs 
were lain on their Pillows, the Men and Maids, 
if they had a Game at Romps, and blundered 
up Stairs, or jambled a Chair, the next Morn- 
ing every one would fwear it was the Fairies, 
and that they heard them {tamping up and down 
- Stairs all Night, crying, Waters lock’d, Waters 

lock’d, when there was no Water in any Pail 
in the Kitchen. 

So from what I have faid, the Hobgoblins, 
the Witches, the Conjurers, the Gholts, and 
the Fairies, are not of any Value, or worth 
our Thought. And fo I conclude with an 
Epilogue relating to Farics.
